As this Court is aware from Defendants' Motion for Plaintiffs Limited Medical

Judge Kaplan's analysis of the law and the permissible 
scope of examination by Defendants makes clear that the scope of examination planned by 
Defendants, and, therefore, the scope of the medical authorization sought by Defendants, is 
reasonable. Plaintiffs attempt to limit the scope of inquiry through an unnecessarily restricted 
medical authorization is not reasonable.
